Appropriation Bills Before Con- 
gress, Which Meets Today 


WILL HAVE TO WORK 


But iE iT Days In Which to} 
Dispose of 


Routine Measures— 


Archbald Impeachment Coming Up 
“In Senate and “Money Trust” In- 
vestigation In House 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The- Sixty- 
second congress of the United States, | 
composed of a Republican senate and | 
a Democratic house, begun its con- | 
cluding session today. 

Really the only work for this mixed 
publican body to do is to pass a billion | 
dollars’ worth of appropriation bills | 
and go home. But between now and / 
March 4 there will be time to do a} 
good many other things, some of 
which must be done. 

The most important of these is the | 
impeachment of Judge Robert W. 
Archbald of the court of commerce, | 
against whom charges have been 
brought by the judiciary committee of 
the house of representatives. The 
senate will sit as a court to try Arch-' 
bald, and the accusing committee will 
send a sub-committee of seven mem-! 
bers to act as prosecutor. . Inasmuch 
as every law point in dispute must be 
taken up and voted on by the entire 
body, it will be quite a while before 
the senate will have any time for ap-_. 
propriation bills. 

In the house the Pujo committee, 
vhich has been making an- investiga- 
tion into the “money trust,” will re- | 
sume its labors, and will call some’ 
very important figures in finance to! 
supply it with information. Samuel 
Untermeyer, who is counsel for the 
com mittee, will conduct all the in- 
vestigations. The date for the first 
session has not yet been fixed. 

When the two bodies get down to 
the gruelling work on the appropria- 
tions a bill providing for three battle- 
ships will be introduced. The Re- 
publican senate passed the two-bat- 
tleship bills at the last session, and 
can be counted upon to vote for two 
or three battleships this year. 

While the doings of the next con- 
gress are not of the most immediate | 
importance, the talk of the states- | 
men now arriving in Washington runs 
more on the future than on the pres- | 
ent. 

Speaker Clark has been at his desk 
for several days, planing the work of 


the coming session. After doing a 
litte figuring he announced that al-| 
hough the session will last for ninety- 


two days, there will be but twenty-six 

ys for actual work on appropriation 

bills, and it will take some _ good, | 

hard, steady work to get them out of 
way: 

From the ninety-two days of the

HICKEY FAILED 
IN MURDER HERE 


Quiney Boy Luckily. Slipped 
Through His Clutches 


HORRIBLE STORY OF GRIME 


J. Frank Hickey, formerly of Quin- 
cy, is the self confessed murderer of 
three people, one of them being acct- 
dental, and two planned with dev!- 
lish cunning, after the man’s passions 
had become inflamed with liquor. 

In addition to those crimes, he at- 
tempted the lives of two boys in Bos- 
ton and one in Quincy. 

The boys whom he tried to kill In 
Boston were Harry Bennett, aged 15 
then of 2 Newbern place, South End, 
and John Martin, aged 16, who livea 
in South Boston. Hickey gave his age 
at the time as 40, and his address as 
17 Hanson street. The house is a 
lodging house kept by Mrs, Stella 
Baldus. 

With reference to those three at- 
tempted crimes, Hickey said: 

“After the Morey affair in Lowell I 
went to Boston and was working In 
Pie alley in the newspaper district. 1 
knew the newsboys and one night two 
of them came to me and asked me for 
money to get a lodging. I knew them 
and I did not have the money, so I 
told them that I would take them home 
with me. They asked for a bed and I 
was willing to share mine. I took 
them home and then the insane de- 
sire to kill them seized me. 

“I put them to bed and then I went| 
out to get some whiskey. I drank 1 
and then I started to commit the 
crime and to end my own life, I 
padded the doors and windows. 1!

Washington, Dec. 3.—The supreme 
court of the United States has or- 
aered the partial dissolution of the 
Union Pacific merger, holding that it 
constitutes a Gembination in restraint 
of trade. 

The court intimates that a plan may 
be greed upon by which the Union 
Pacific may retain the Central Pa- 
cific connections from Ogden to San 
Francisco, thus making a continuous 
line from the Missouri river to the 
coast. 

Justice Day, who delivered the 
opinion, said: 

The court reaches the conclusion 
that the Union Pacific and the South- 


|ern Pacific system, prior to the stock 


purchase, were competitors engaged 
in interstate commerce, acting in- 


| dependently as to a large amount of

AGED WOMEN VICTIMS 
OF BOOK SWINDLERS 


Deluded Into Buying Supposed 
De Luse Editions 


Boston, Dec. 3.—After a day of 
continued investigation of the alleged 
de luxe book frauds, the Boston postal 
Officials stated last night they believe 
the swindle will reach an aggregate 
of over $15,000,000, and declare it to 
be the most gigantic illegal enterprise 
ever floated in this country. 

The day’s investigations disclosed 
the information that most of the vic- 
tims of the alleged swindles were 
aged women. The postal officials 
have the naMes of several persons 
victimized. 

The postal officials declare that 
when the suave and courteous de luxe 
agents singled out a prospective vic- 
tim, he approached his prey with a 
letter from a book firm whose stand- 
ing could not be questioned. In this 
manner, it is said, the agents gained 
entree to the exclusive homes. 

When victims discovered they had 
been deluded into the purchase of a 
bogus Bible or a first edition of 
Shakespere or of other noted authors 
and rebelled, then blackmail was in 
some cases added to’the methods 
brought to bear to compel the pur- 
chaser to pay thousands fcr copies 
pot worth hundreds.

RUSSIA GETS. 
GERMAN THREAT 


She Is Warned Not to Interfere 
«With Austria-Hungary 


PREPARED TO DRAW SWORD 


Declaration by Foreign Minister In 
Speech In Reichstag—Grip of Win- 
ter Accounts For Balkan League's 
Favorable Terms to Turkey—Little 
Likelihood of More Fighting 


London, Dec. 3.—Out of what ap- 
peared to be a clearing sky has come 
an onen provocative threat by the 


German foreign minister to Russia. 
He warns the latter that in case of 
hostilities over the Austro-Servian 
dispute Germany would stand by her 
allies to the extent of drawing the 
sword. 

The imperial chancellor made this 
ceclaration in the course of a speech 
iu the reichstag, in which he dis- 
cussed the Balkan situation. It was a 
repetition of the statement made at 
the time of the controversy over the 
question of Bosnia and Herzegovnia, 


in 1908, which then caused an im- 
mense sensation in the European 
capitals. 


Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, after 
summarizing the efforts of the great 
powers in the first place to delay the 
outbreak in the Balkans and later on 
when war was found to be inevitable, 
passed on to 
the question of the interests of the 
great powers directly affected by the 
final settlement. He said: 

“When our allies, Austria-Hungary 
and Italy, in maintaining their inter- 
esis, are attacked—although this is 
not the present prospect—by a third 
party, and thereby threatened in their 
existence, then we, faithful to our 
compacts, will take their part firmly, 
and decisively. 

“Then we shall fight side by side 
with our allies for the maintenance of 
our own position in Europe and in de- 
fense of the security and future of 
cur own fatherland. I am convinced 
that we have the whole nation behind 
us in such a policy.” 

The work of charting a new map 
of what hitherto has been European 
Turkey will begin immediately after 
the signature of an armistice by the 
plenipotentiaries of Turkey and the 
Balkan allies at the village of Bagh- 
tche, perhaps today. If the allies are 
able to agree among themselves as to 
the portions of the spoils they are to 
receive there seems no probability of 
a resumption of hostilities. 

The comparatively favorable terms 
which, from all accounts, have been 
eftered by the allies to Turkey are so 
different from the original proposals 
that they seem to suggest the idea 
that the government of the Balkan 
league realize that with winter grip- 
ping the country Turkey has gained 
an ally which will prove more fatal 
to the armies fronting Adrianople, 
Scutari and Tchatalja than have been 
“he Ottoman cannon. 

No adjustment of the Austro-Ser- 
vian dispute is yet visible. Vienna 
ocntinues to show pessimism and the 
newspapers there maintain their 
threatening attitude, but in spite of 
this, official relations between St. 
Petersburg and Vienna seem to have 
become somewhat more cordial and 
it is thought in diplomatic quarters 
that Servia will eventually secure a 
small mercantile port on the Adriatic 
sea connected with Servia by railroad. 

In the meantime, however, Servia 
has trodden‘on the toes of Italy by 
quartering a regiment of the troops 
who recently occupied the port of 
Durazzo in the Italian school build- 
ings there. An energetic request to 
have the troops removed has been 
made by the Italian consul on in- 
structions from Rome. 


HAREM WOMEN ESCAPING 


Establishments of Constantinople Men 
of High Rank Are Depleted 

Paris, Dec, 3.—The Turkish har- 
ems have been considerably depleted 
since the Ottoman® capital has been 
threatened by the Bulgarian army. 
Many of the educated women belong- 
ing to the establishments of Turkish 
personages of high rank have taken 
advantage of the unsettled conditions 
in Constantinople to escape from the 
harems and proceed to western Eu- 
repe.

NEW WORK FOR WOMEN. 

Women have many responsibilities 
‘set before them through the agency of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
clubs and the newest suggestion is 
that the club women of America work 
for the prevention of loss of property 
jand life. Ithas been found out that 
jover 50 percent of the enormous 
waste of property and destruction of 
life comes from carelessness. 
Club women are asked to co-operate 
jin seeing that fire prevention is 
taught in the schools and these rules 
| originated by the Dallas Federation 
of Women's clubs are commended to 
every one. Pledges for the safety of 
the home: 
“I will ‘keep the supply of metal 
| matches in metal boxes, and through- 
| out the house they shall be confined 
jin a proper receptacle and out of 
| reach of children, 

“I will use only safety matches as 
jfar as possible. 
| “J will not permit a child under 10 
years of age to use matches. 
| “J will see that lamps are not filled 
| by artificial light after dark. That 
/coal oil is kept-in metal eans in a safe 
place. 

“That no oily rags are left around 
; the premises over night outside of a 
|good metal receptacle. 
“That gas brackets have wire 
| globes over them where there is dan- 
| ger of window curtains being blown 
linto the flame. 4 
| “That the furnace or heating ap- 
| paratus is seen to before retiring by 
a competent person. 

“That all scraps or litter, excelisior 
and paper are removed or placed in 
}metal receptacle before nightfall. 
| “That ashes are kept in metal ‘re- 
| ceptacle. 

“That gasolene will not be kept for 
l use in the house, except in absolutely 
air-tight metal receptacles. 

“That cotton batting or other flimsy 
decorations will not be used on 
Christmas trees or fer other orna- 
mentation.”

“One of the most vital subjects be- 
fore the club women of the United 
States today is that of conservation 
of life and property.

“A large majority of our fires are 
dwellj ag-house or home fires, and the

“These facts certainly make the cor- 
rection of these conditions a woman's 
problem. Of dwelling-house fires 
throughout the United States, 50 per- 
cent are from preveutable causes. 
In Texas the percentage As much 
larger; in fact, some insurance com- 
panies in this state refuse to write 
dwelling-house risks on that account. 

“This being the case, there is 
something radically wrong in the 
home, and women being the home- 
maker and housekeeper, it is logical 
to suppose that she is the one to study 
the conditions and causes of fires, and 
do what she can to correct these con- 
ditions. 

“The cost of fires cach year is one- 
half the cost of all new buiidings 
erected in a year. . Fires in the Unit- 
ed States cost over $500 a minute, 
$30,000 an hour, or $250,000,000 a 
year. This is an average. 

‘very fire is paid by the people. 
Insurance to pay the losses is coliect- 
ed from all and paid to him who has 
a fire by the insurance companies; 
hence the man who has a fire inten- 
tionally or unintentionally takes 
money from the pocket of his neigh- 
bor. 

“Fire insurance is added by the 
manufacturers and merchants to the 
cost of the goods and whoever buys 
bread, shoes, clothing, etc., pays it. 
The cost of the fire tax is coneealed 
in the price of the goods. 

“The annual per capita fire loss in 
the United States is nearly $3.00; in 
large European countries it is 3c. 
Cause; The latter have better con- 
struction, less carelessness and in- 
creased responsibility. In France, he 
who has a fire must pay avy loss re- 
sulting from it to his neighbor. 

“Let us do our part. by educating 
the women and childrem of our state 
to the necessity of removing the 
causes of fire “by carelessness in 
handling kerosene and  gasolene, 
storing ashes, care of laraps, gas and 
oil: stoves, proper care ‘of and con: - 
struetion of chimneys ané flves, bura- 
ing of leaves and trash, etc.,—but 
above all other things let us work for 
the abolishment of the parlor match, 
and for the use of the safety mateh, 
which lights only on the box. The 
parlor match which lights if stepped 
upon, if chewed by mice, just lizhts 
anyway aud anywhere, is ome of the 
greatest fire-breeders we have.

Milton one of the most beautiful 
|} Suburbs of Boston is not going to wait 
until there are a lot of three-decker 
tenements within its borders before it 
acts but is to get right down to work 
now and solve the problem of how to 
deal with them. A special committee 
|is preparing town building laws and 
| the town will take action at the an- 
| nual meeting in March. 
In connection with the three-deck- 
er problem the committee is satisfied 
jof the real danger in that direction 
jand will make some recommendation 
}in its report as to how best to meet it. 
| Whether it will favor the adoption by 
the town of the so-called tenement 
| house act passed by the last Legisla- 
|ture, or a less drastic but equally effi- 
|cacious method, the committee is not 
| yet ready to say. 
| This tenement house act is de- 
{signed primarily to prevent the build- 
ing of three-deckers in towns which 
| do not want them, and it has already 
| been adopted by at least four towns 
in the immediate vicinity of Boston 
These are Winthrop, Watertown, 
Stoneham and Belmont. The law pro- 
hibits the erection in towns which ac- 
|}cept it of tenements more than’ two 
}and one-half stories in height, to be 
foceupied by more than two families 
unless the structure is fireproof. This 
| provision as to fireproofing would of 
| itself prevent the construction of the 
three-decker as it is now built. The 
| tenement house law also contains 
many other provisions as to sanita- 
; tion, size of rooms, windows, stairs 
}and exits and other details intended 
to bring about cleanliness, comfort 


and safety. Be das. "

MAG VEAGH URGES 
GURRENCY REFORM 


Declares Present System Re- 
sponsible For Many Disasters 


Washington, Dec. 5.—Strongly urg- 
ing radical reform of the “unreasoned | 
and unscientific” banking and| 
currency system of the United States, 
Franklin MacVeagh, secretary of the 
treasury, freely warns congress, in 
his annual report, that the federal 
government, as long as the present 
scheme exists, will be exclusively re- 


| sponsible for the commercial, indus- 


trial and social disasters which flow 
from panics and attack, directly or 
indirectly, every home in the nation. 

The present system promotes and 
developes panics, and legislation is 
urgent, declares MacVeagh, in out- 
lining his idea of the necessary gen- 
eral provisions of an adequate reliet; 
measure. Aside from affording flex- 
ible and elastic currency and _ re- 
serves, such a revision, he says, 
should bring the banks into organized 
co-operation and provide for a central 
agency through which they could work | 
together, free of political or trust 
control. 

According to the estimates of the 
treasury department, -the secretary 
foresees a deficit of $22,556,023, ex- 
clusive of Panama canal expenditures, 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1914. Including the canal exenses, | 
the deficit is estimated at $52,730,- 
455.

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THE CHRISTMAS PLUM PUDDING. 
Gié Christmzs plum pudding may 
be prepared as much as two 
months in advance. It is better 
for being allowed to ripen. By mak- | 
ug it thus the labors of holiday weet 
may be much lightened. 


A Delectable Pudding. 

Plum Pudding.—A reliable recipe for 
a plum pudding is this: Take three- 
quarters of a pound of suet, chopped | 
very fine. hile chopping mix with! 
it a tablebleSpoonful of flour, three- | 
quarters of a pound each of seeded | 
raisins, currants, sugar and fresh| 
breadcrumbs, the grated skin of one | 
lemon, one-quarter of‘a pound of can- 
died orange peel and citron, cut into 
thin shavings; one-half teaspoonful |! 
each of ground cinnamon, cloves, nut- 
meg and allspice. 

Mix the dry materials together and 
then add six eggs, one at a time, and 
one-half ecupful of brandy. Add an- 
other egg if too stiff and more bread- 
crumbs if too soft. 

Wet a strong cloth in cold water, 
wring it dry, butter it and dredge it 
with flour. “furn the mixture into the 
center and draw the cloth together 
over the top, leaving room for the 
pudding to’ swell a little, and tie} 
firmly. | 

Put it into a pot-of boiling water, 
having It completely covered. Cover 
the pot and boil for five hours. 

After it is removed from the water 
let it rest in the bag ten minutes to 
harden a little. Then cut the string 
and turn it carefully into a dish. 

Before serving pour a little brandy 
over the pudding and touch a match 
to it just before carrying to the table. 
Serve with a brandy or vanilla sauce. 


Delicious Sauces. 

Brandy Sauce.—To make thé brandy 
sauce put into a saucepan two cupfuls 
of water with one cupful of sugar. 
When the sugar is dissolved and the 
water boils add slowly a heaping ta- 
blespoonful of cornstarch, diluted with 
a little cold water. Stir until the corn- 
starch is clear, then remove from the 
fire and add two tablespoonfuls of 
brandy. Serve hot. 

Vanilla Sauce.—Another sauce suit- 
able for plum pudding is as follows: 
Take one-half cupful of butter, one 
cupful of powdered sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, one-quarter cupful 
of boiling water, two tablespoonfuls of 
sherry, the white of one egg. Cream 
the butter and sugar, add the vanilla 
and wine and beat them well. Just 
before serving stir in the boiling wa- 
ter, add the whipped white of one ess | 
and beat until frothy. i 


THE JUICY RABBIT.

When rabbits are abundant and 
cheap, as at present, it is desirable to 
know how to serve them in a phere!

Attractive Dishes. 

Rabbits En Casserole.—Clean and cut]

sliced onions and potatoes. place aj 
bay leaf with the vegetables, season/ 
with salt and pepper, moisten with) 
melted butter and place in the oven for | 
a balf hour or more. 

Fricasseed Rabbits. — After cleaning 
cut into joints.

drippings, turning constantly, so that | 
they do not brown. Take out each joint 
zs Soon as it is cooked on the outside] 
and keep hot. Pour a pint of milk into| 
the stewpan, thicken it with flour, sen-;| 
son with a blade of mace, pepper and 
salt and let it boil. Replace the rab-| 
bit in the pan and, if you have it, add} 
a little lern ham and simmer slowly 
for about two hours. 

To serve, set the meat on a hot entree 
dish and strain the sauce over it. Garn-! 
ish with curls of fried bacon and cron-} 
tons of bread. 


Tender Young Rabbits. 

Stewed Rabbits.—Tender young rab 
bits are best for this dish. Cut them 
into joints. Take one pint and a half 
of milk, one blade of mace, one des- 
sertspoonful of flour, a little salt and! 
cayenne. Mix the flour very smoothly 
with four tablespoonfuls of the milk 
and when this is well blended add ne 
remainder. Put the rabbit into a stew- 
pan with the milk and other ingredi-| 
ents and simmer gently until quite 
tender. Stir the contents from time to! 
time to keep the milk smooth and pre-| 
vent it from burning. 

Roast Rabbits. — After the 
have been cleaned fi!l the inside with 
stuffing made of breadcrumbs and] 
butter; season with pepper, salt and!

But that can never happen. 

In 1883 Krakatoa, a sleepy old vol- 
cano on a small island in the strait 
of Sunda, between Java and Sumatra, 
began to show marked signs of uneasi- 
ness.

GASES OF LOCAL INTEREST 


The Norfolk county grand jury for 
the December term of the superior 
criminal court made its report Friday 
to Judge Henry A. King. The grand 
jury reported 28 true bills and seven 
no bills.

One 
is against Albert H. Woods, a Brook- 
line florist, who shot Thomas Goldrop 
at Brookline September 18, 1912 as he 
was leaving the Woods premises after 
taking some violets. 

Jeremiah J. Geary of Brookline is 
charged with manslaughter in causing 
the death of Antonio Buonofani at 
Brookine on September 13, 1912. Bu- 
onofani was working in an excavation 
between the street railway tracks on 
Boylston street, Brookline, when an 
electric car operated by Geary, as mo- 
torman, ran him down, inflicting in- 
juries from which he died.

Greece Has Six Battleships 
Hovering Off the Dardanelles 


TURKEY PREPARES TO RESIST 


Operations of Greeks In Adriatic Sea 
Stirs Austrian and Italian Govern- 
ments—Peace Arrangements Being 
Made in London—Cholera- Cendi- 
tions Reported to Be Lmproving 
London, Dec. $.—Greece continues 

the war against Turkey, in spite of 

rumors that she will sign an armistice 


before peace negotiations begin here 
this week. Six Greek warships are 


“hovering off the entrance to the Dar- 


danelles, and the vessels of the TPurk- 
ish fleet are concentrating at the nar- 
rows to repel an attempt to force a 
way through the Sea of Marmora. 

It is believed such an attack would 
be disastrous, as the Dardanelles are 
thickly strewn with mines, and the 
forts on the shores could pour a de- 
vastating fire into the invading fleet. 

The Turks are said to have con- 
centrated two entire divisions of 
troops, with much artillery, on the 
Gallipoli peninsula to beat off the 
Greeks if they attempt to land in 
force. 

The Italian and Austrian govern- 
ments are most exercised over the 
operations of the Greeks in the Adri- 
sea. A question was asked re- 
garding the Greek .occupation of the 
island cf Sasseno, at the entrance to 


atic 


the harbor of Valona, in the Roman 
parliament. 

Greece landed troops at this point 
a month ago. She proclaimed her 
rights over the island in accordance 


with old treaties. It is believed 
Greece will be forced to yield to Italy 


fn this quarter. The bombardment of 
Valona is now said to have amounted 
to little, however. 

Greece actively continues her cam- 
paign in the Epirus. The Greek troops 
have occupied the towns of Delvino, 
Argyro-Castro and Santi Quaranta, 
about fifty miles to the northwest of 


Janina. 

Despite the armistice, the Turks 
at Tarabasch, near Scutari, attacked 
the Montenegrins, but the latter re- 
fuss to answer the fire directed 
against them, which did Httle dam- 
age. The Montenegrins are impatient 
fo take the field again.

Local electricians say they have 
never before known of a case where 
so high a current did not produce 
instant death. 

Lynes, with a cousin, James Cas- 
sidy, was playing on one of the steel 
towers used to support the high-ten- 
sion wires of the Rockingham Light 
and Power company, which transmits 
electric power to the street railway 
lines in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire to a distance of sixty 
miles. The current is very strong at 
the tower where the boys were play- 
ing, near Greenland, the usual volt- 
age being about 13,000. 

Near that point the wires are car- 
ried over the tracks of the Boston and 
Maine railroad and are forty feet 
above the ground. The two boys had 
climbed te the top of the tower when 
Lynes slipped and fell. 

He stretched out his hands and 
managed to grasp one of the wires 
above his head just as he lost his 
footing. In an instant the full force 
of the current was turned through his 
body, and his horror-stricken chum 
saw him enveloped in flames. 

Cassidy made his way down from 
the top of the tower to go for help, 
but in the meantime Lynes, about 
whose body fiames were shooting in 
every direction, was seen by Louise 
Bragdon, 10 years old, whose parents 
live on a farm near by. She ran to 
the house and told her father that a 
man was hanging from the wires, and 
the powerhouse was notified by tele- 
phone to shut off the current.

FOR PRESIDENT 


Favored by Works In Vigorous 
Speech In Senate 


SHAMEFUL USE OF MONEY 


Cash For Campaign Purposes Almost 
Wholly Supplied by Men Interested 
In Large Corporations Amenable to 
Punishment—Roosevelt, Taft and 
Progressives Bitterly Attacked 


Washington, Dec. 10.—Asserting 
thet the “powerful unrestrained and 
corrupt encroachment of combined 
wealth” have corrupted the voters’ 
franchise, Senator Works of Califor- 
nia announced to the senate that he 
favored a single presidential term and 
prohibition against re-election. 

The California senator bitterly ex- 
coriated Roosevelt and the Progres- 
sive party and condemned both Roose- 
velt and Taft for “degrading, con- 
temptible and disrespectful” wrangles 
in the campaign. In jert, he said: 

“When Roosevelt again became a 
candidate George W. Perkins became 
his ardent supporter and chief finan- 
cial backer. Perkins knew, by act- 
ual demonstration, that his company 
would be safe against just prosecu- 
tion if Roosevelt were elected—un- 
less he should change his views if the 
Harvester trust or its stockholders 
should lend him their support. The 
same comment might be made as to 
the steel trust. 

“IT am not saying Roosevelt acted 
out of improper motives. He may 
have been perfectly satisfied that the 
course taken by him was proper and 
just. I simply call attention to these 
instances of presidential favor and 
that power that exists in the hands of 

president. Whether rightly or 
wrongly exercised, the power is 
there.” 

Facts brought out in the sensational 
investigation of campaign expendi- 
tures were cited by Works to show the 
extent to which “trust and their mil- 
lionaire stockholders” had contributed 
to campaign contributions. “The in- 
vestigation of campaign contributions 
lately made has expressed some of the 
darkest pages of the poiitical history 
of the country,” he decmred. “It 
has revealed the unpleasant facts that 
the money used for campaign pur- 
poses, both by Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats, in past years was supplied al- 
most wholly by men interested in the 
large corporations that were amen- 
able to punishment under the anti- 
trust law. 

“The new Progressive party was 
tainted in the very beginning by put- 
ting itself in the hands of interests. 
lt was managed and financed by pro- 
moters, corruptionists and trust mag- 
nates. Money was contributed to se- 
cure election of the man, who, if 
elected, would be intrusted with the 
power of determining conclusively 
whether they would be prosecuted or 
not. 

“What we*need are just laws, 
strictly observed, guarded and en- 
forced that will secure to the voter the 
freest use of the ballot unmolested 
and unafraid. 

“Under present conditions the 
White House is turned into the head- 
quarters of a political party, where a 
press bureatt is maintained. The 
members of the president’s cabinet 
become his political advisers. In this 
they do not serve their country, but 
the seeker of a second term. Itisa 
vicious system that cannot be de- 
nounced too often. 

“As political campaigns are now 
conducted, money is regarded as one 
of the most powerful factors in the 
struggle. That millions have been 
supplied by the trusts and their mil- 
lionaire stockholders, has been clear- 
ly demonstrated. 

“B. H. Harriman was the president 
of the Southern Pacific company. He 
and his corporations were subject to 
prosecutions for violation of the Sher- 
man law. He raised a fund of $250,- 
000 for the Republican campaign of 
1894. 

“Two candidates in the last cam- 
paign trayeled the country over mak- 
ing speeches most anywhere they 
could find standing room. They trav- 
eled in their private cars, at immense 
cost, paid out of contributions for 
campaign expenses. 

“One of them gave time enough 
from his eager and unseemly quest 
for office to visit the tomb of Abra- 
ham Lincoln and lay a wreath, also 
paid for out of the contributions, on 
his grave. What a touching and sin- 
cere tribute that was to the greatest 
president the country ever had.”

Add one pound of currants, one pound 
of sugar, half an ounce of mace and 
allspice each, a tablespoonful of cloves, 
asteaspoonful of cinnamon, one grated 
nutmeg and one quart of cider. Bake} 
in puff paste in a deep pan, two inchae 
deep at least. Line the pan witb pas- 
try and put on a top crust. Serve hot. 

Raisin Pie. 

Take one cupfu!l of raisins chop-} 
ped quite fine, one cupful of sugar, 
the juice of one goed sized lemon and 
one cupful of boiling water. Place this 
mixture on the fire; let it come to a 
boil; then add four heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of flour mixed with a little cold 
water. After ft boils again put tn a 
small piece of butter and a little grated 
nutmeg. Bake between two crusts. 

Mock Mince Pie.—Tnke one and a 
half eupfuls of raisins chopped very 
fine, put through a food chopper if pos-} 
sible; two eggs. one cupful of sweet or!

Every Servian man 
and woman, young or old, will take 
part in it and Austria will have to ex- 
terminate the entire Servian nation 
before conquering it.” 

Many Servians visiting Austro-Hun- 
garian frontier towns on business have 
been arrested on charges of spying. 
The Servian government has protest- 
ed to the Austro-Hungarian authori- 
ties. 

The Austro-Hungarian authorities | 
stopped at Fiume the steamer Hege- |} 
lisch with a cargo of 800 tons of flour, 
destined for the Servian army at 
Durazzo. It is announced that Aus- 
tria intends to confiscate the flour for 
the use of her own army, thus creat- 
ing a similar situation as brought 
about by the stoppage by Turkey of 
Servian guns. 


Attitude of Roumania 

Bucharest, Dec. 10.—King Charles 
cf Roumania, in his speech from the 
throne at the assembly of the Rou- 
manian parliament yesterday, asked 
the legislators to give the Roumanian 
government the support necessary for 
the fulfilment of the hopes of the na- 
tion in- the forthcoming changes 
brought about by the Balkan war. At 
the same time he significantly re- 
marked that the eountry’s confidence 
in the Roumanian army was fully 
justified and thextroops would be 
found ready to fulfil: their mission. 

“Roumania’s pojicy,” declared the 
king, “is for mederation and peace 
within the limits compatible with the 
higher interests. of the country.” 

After remarking that Roumania had 
preserved strict neutrality during the 
Balkan hostilities, King Charles pro- 
ceeded: ay 

“We have thesright to hope ‘that 
this attitude will give favorable re- 
sults for our relations with the Bal- 
kan states in their new construction, 
and that our interests will be respect- 
ed. Roumania is an important factor 
in the concert of. Europe, and in the 
definite settlement of the questions 
raised during the Balkan crisis Rou- 
mania’s word will be listened to.” 

It was anonunced in the speech 
from the throne that the Roumanian 
parliament would be invited to vote 
increased appropriations for military 
purposes.

Juvenile court} 
records, demonstrated that the lack of |

. He cited instances of the home en- 
vironment, parents disagreeing and 
other incidents, and said children 
learn through example. He decried 
cigarette smoking and said that he 
knew of boys who dropped it because 
it affected their athletic prowness. 

Defective children, should not 
blamed, but they increase the com- 
plexity of the problem. He knew | 
that we were bound to have cultninats| 
but juvenile courts show, he said, that} 
delinquent children are much to 
blame.

‘| Migsives Useless as Evidence 


In Blaskmailing Case 
TRS OF DANGEROUS FELLOWS 


Said to Have Not Only Threatened 
President-Elect Wilson but Other 
Persons In North New Jersey as 
Well—Examination of Uneducated 
Prisoners Is Renewed In Jail 


Newark, N. J., Dee. 12.—That the 
evidence obtained by the postoffice 
inspectors against the three men ar- 
rested in the North Jersey mountains, 
charged with haying attempted to 
blackmail President-elect Wilson, 
cannot be used against them, was the 
declaration made by attarneys who 
investigated the case. 

The inspectors who made the ar- 
rest have stated that the chief evi- 
dence they have comprises letters 
written by the men after they were 
arrested, which show the same mis- 


| spelling of words that characterized 


the letters’ sent to Wilson. Under 
the federal law such writing gannot 
be introduced in evidence. 

Because of this development the 
three men were subjected to a seyere 
cross examination by the officials in 
the Newark jail, where they are be- 
ing held pending an examination be- 
tcre a United States commissioner 
next Monday. It was reported one of 


the Dunn brothers had made incrim- 


inating statements. oe 

According to the~ sheriff, Jacob 
Dunn has been employed as a guard 
on the Hudson and Manhattan rail- 
road, running between this city and 
New York. He was said to ave a 
good reputation in his home- com- 
munity.: Peter Dunn and Seeley Dav- 
enport admitted to the sheriff they 
had been arrested for stealing chick- 
ens. 

The trio, Seeley Davenport, Jacob 
Dunn and Warren Dunn, are admit- 
tedly not highly intelligent. They 
are types of the barren North Jersey 
mountains. None has even a com- 
mon school education. And because 
of this fact, the postoffice inspectors 
who made the arrest do not believe 
their attempt at blackmail, of which 
the government claims it has posi- 
tive proof, was anything more than 
the general belief of the district in 
which they have lived their lives that 
those who have much should give to 
those who are less fortunate. 

But it is admitted the men are of 
the type who could be depended on to 
try io carry out any threats that were 
made. This is the real danger of the 
present case, according to the offi- 
cials. And because of this, an at- 
tempt will be made not cnly to con- 
vict the trio of sending the threaten- 
ing letters to Wilson, but also to oth- 
er persons in North Jersey who have 
been threatened: 

The first of the letters was received 
by Joseph L. Tumulty, secretary to 
Wilson, Noy. 22. It demanded $5000 
in gold to be sent by maii. 
tion was paid to it. But five others in 


{the same handwriting were quickly 


received and then the postoffice in- 
spectors were cajled into the case. 
While they were working og the clues 
available they received two additional 
missives which had been forwarded to 
Bermuda. 

Inspectors Butler, .Larrabee and 
Beekman, going to the address men- 
tioned in the letters as the place where 
the gold was to be sent, which was 
rural free delivery route No. 2, box 
43, Wharton, N. J., found that the 
box in question was in front of the 
summer home of Pearl Utter, a resi- 
dent of Newark, whose house was 
elosed for the winter. 

It is some miles out from Wharton 
and accessible to the mountain cabins 
where the mén arrested live. 

Inspector Beekman, as a hunter, 
hired guides from the mountain col- 
ony and, securing the needed evi- 
dence, reported to his chief. 

The arrests were ordered and Tues- 
day night the three men were arrest- 
ed and brought to Newark.

Dozen Men Wounded When Strikers

Hackensack, N. J., Dee. 12.— 
Several hundred striking New York, 
Susquehanna and Western railroad 
employes, ambushed under the Pali- 
sades overlooking the lower Hudson 
river, opened fire with shotguns and 
rifles on a boatload of unarmed strike- 


landing at coal docks in 
Edgewater, and in a pitched battle 
which followed two railroad detectives 
were killed and a dozen other men 
were wounded. 

The men killed are Andrew J. 
Graw, eaptain of detectives, and 
Clarence Mallery, one of Graw’s men.

To Be Named Cushing After a 
Distinguished Naval Officer 


TO BE BUILT AT FORE RIVER 


The torpedo boat destroyer, for 
which the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Co. has just been awarded the con- 
tract will be named the Cushing af- 
ter Commander William Barker Cush- 
ing who died in Washington, Decem- 
ber 17, 1874. It was Commander 
Cushing then a Lieutenant, who first 
put to practical use the torpedo and 
in 1864 he distinguished himself by 
blowing up the Confederate ram Al- 


bemarle at Plymouth, N.C. In 1889 
the first torpedo boat, a woden 
vessel, was built at the New York 


navy yard and was named for Com- 
mander Cushing. She was equipped 
with twin screws and was of 105 tons 
burden. 

Commander Cushing was born in 
Delafield, Wis. November 4, 1843. 
He was appointed the naval academy 
in 1857 and resigned in 1858. He en- 
tered the service as a volunteer officer 
in 1861, receiving a commission as

ABOUT REARING CHILDREN

There was a large attendance of 
parents Friday evening at City hall 
to listen to the lecture on sex hygeine 
by Dr. F. N. Seerley of Springfield. 
Dr. Seerley’s topic for this meeting 
was “Help the cry of the boy.” The 
lecture was an exceedingly interest- 
ing one and the speaker drove home 
many truths. He used plain language, 
yet in such a manner it could not be 
called offensive. Parents he claimed 
were entirely to blame for many of 
the evil tendencies of today, for the 
reason that they did not in the  be- 
ginning explain to their children the 
full meaning of the beautiful story of 
life. It was too the mother’s reply to 
her sons inquiry as to where he came 
from to say “God made you” “The 
Stork brought you” or “The Doctor 
brought you out of the hay.” These 
were deliberate lies and later when 
the boy learned the full truth about 
life, hé lost some of the respect for 


his mother. It would have been far 
better when such a question was 
asked to have told the truth. The 


boy or gir! would then have learned 
in a proper way the beautiful story of 
life, from a clean source instead of 
getting it later from an evil source. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Mayor Stone and in his lecture, or 
rather talk he used a blackboard for 
illustrations. Human life he said was 
a struggle for existence. “Life con- 
tinues by two processes, the strug- 
gle for existence and.the reproduc- 
tion. The very first thing that a 
child has when born into the world 
is hunger for food and he keeps it up 
through life and with it the produc- 
tion of life comes. 

First there is the hunger for food 
and then comes the hunger for infor- 
mation, a combination to produce the 
structure. Everybody knows how 
small children ask questions. This 
is another form of hunger, a hunger 
for knowledge which results in brain, 
Then comes the hunger for person- 
ality. The boy then comes into con- 
tact with other boys and men and 
what he will become depends on 
the conduct of the men with whom he 
comes in contact.

It is what we call metamor- 
phosis, a transformation from one 
thing to onother. This is what really

WILL HELP OUT; 


‘Will Not Deal With Greece Un- 


Aid the Postal People and In: 
sure Prompt Delivery 


SOME SUGGESTIONS 


A poster displayed at the post office 
advises patrons to mail their packages 
early and allow twice the usual time 
for delivery. These directions contin- 
ue: “Wrap them securejy, use heavy 
paper for the outer covering and tie 
them with strong twine. Address them 
‘right’—put Our own address in the 
left hand corner.” 

Relative to the postage required on 
parcels the poster calls attention to 
the fact that parcels carrying letter 
postage—2 cents per ounce—may be 
sealed by the sender. “For advanced 
{delivery on Christmas packages and 
letters use. special delivery stamps. 
Buy your money orders early.” 

The poster states that four pounds 
of merchandise may be sent to any 
postoffice in the United States or Can- 
ada at the rate of one cent an ounce. 
The rate for books is two ounces for 
one cent. Packages of merchandise 
weighing up to 11 pounds may be sent 
to any one of 42 countries for 12 cents 
a pound. 

With reference to money orders the 
poster tells the public that orders up 
to $100, payable at practically any 
post office in the world, may be pur- 
chased. Letters or packages ad- 
dressed to any postoffice in the world 
may be registered and a receipt ob- 
tained for them. The public is advised 
to buy stamp books and thus save time 
at the stamp selling windows.

TURKEY. BALKS 
PEACE TALK 


til She Signs Armistice 
FIGHTING ON LAND AND SEA 


First Big Naval Engagement of 
Balkan War In Progress on Aegean 
Sea—Turks Routed by Greeks In 
Epitus—Optimists Take Comfort 


From Statements of Peace Delegates 


Constantinople, Dec. 14.—The 
Turkish envoys to the London peace 
conference have been instructed not 
to negotiate with the Greek plenipo- 
tentiaries until Greece signs an ar- 
mistice agreement. The Turks will 
demand that the Greeks either ratify 
the protocol for an armistice that was 
signed at Baghtche by Turkey, Bul- 
garid, Servia and Montenegro, or 
sign a separate agreement with Tur- 
key. i 

It was news of continued fighting 
on both land and sea by Greeks and 
Turks around Janina that led the 
government to take this step. 


Great Sea Fight On 

Constantinople, Dec. 14.—A naval 
engagement, the first big sea fight of 
the Balkan war, is going on between 
the Turkish and Greek fleets in the 
/®gean sea, according to a wireless 
message to the Turkish minister of 
marine. According to this dispatch, 
the Turkish fleet moved out against 
the concentrated Greek fleet and gave 
battle. 


Turkish Force Routed by Greeks 

Athens, Dec. 14.—A Greek army 
under General Sapautjakis won a yvic- 
tory from the Turks at Pentepigadia, 
driving the Ottoman forces from camp 
and capturing arms, ammunition, 
tents and provisions. Pentepigadia is 
in Epirus, about fifty miles southwest 
of Janina. 


Peace Conference Delayed 

London, Dec. 14.—Because of the 
delayed arrival of the Turkish en- 
voys the Turko-Balkan peace confer- 
ence did not begin yesterday, as 
agreed in the Baghteche protocol, It 
was said at the foreign office that the 
initial sesion would:not be held before 
Monday. 

The optimists took great comfort 
trom the statements of some of the 
peace delegates. Prime Minister 
Venizelos of Greece denied emphati- 
cally there was any friction among 
the Balkan allies and said the federa- 
tion, instead of disintegrating, was, 
on the contrary, more cohesive than 


In addition, Ms Novakovitch of 
Servia was quotedsas saying his gov- 
ernment, if allowed to hold Durazzo, 
would agree never to attempt to 
fortify the town or cede it to another 
| nation. 

Advices from Vienna said that Aus- 
tria-Hungary, as if to meet Servia 
half-way, expresssed willingness for 
the Serviars to hold Durazzo for a 
commercial outlet.

Boston, Dec. 14.—The proposed 
plan of the Russell Fire club, the or- 
ganization for privates in the Boston 
fire department, to become affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, has been squelched by Fire 
Commissioner Cole. 

The firemen were to determine the 
matter by vote at the annual meeting 
at the end of this month, but the 
commissioner, in a statement issued 
last night, declares their duties and 
responsibilities belong solely and un- 
dividedly to the city of Boston, and 
no other authority should be recog- 
nized.

Of State Office Before Taking Up 
Business In Connection With Presi- 
dency—Has Not Mentioned Single 
Name as Possibility For Cabinet 
Princeton, N,.J., Dec. 17.—After

Thousgnds of letters awaited Wil-

istration, the president-elect made it 


clear that he was still governor and 


intended to, devote his energies to 
state business. 
Mr. Wilsen ‘said he would defer of- 


-fice-filling and announcements con- 
cerning his administration until after 


he had cleared away the accumulated 
detail of his New Jersey office. 

Mr. Wilson will remain governor of 
the state probably until about March 
1, only aifew days before he must go 
to Washington. This is because he 
wishes to finish his program of legis- 
lation pending in the state legislature 
which convenes Jan. 14. 

With respect to his cabinet, Wilson 
said he had not made any final selec- 
tions. At no time in his conversa- 
tions with the correspondents who 
have been traveling with him con- 
stantly, has he mentioned the name 
of a single individual as @ possibility 
for his cabinet. 

Mr. Wilson said he realized that 
before deciding upon the personnel of 
his cabinet, he would have to deter- 
mine just what type of cabinet he 
would form. He recognizes two types 
from a review of .the manner in which 
his predecessors have met this ques-, 
tion. : 

One type is the political cabinet 
constructed from party material that 
must, in a sense, be rewarded in or- 
der to preserve party harmony. The 
other is characterized by Wilson as 
the personal cabinet, made up of men 
whose business fitness ‘is known to 
him personally and.on.whose judg- 
ment he would like to,lean. 

CarefrUy steering the correspond- 
ents away from all questions of per- 
sonnel, Wilson also declined to say 
which type of cabinet he now prefers. 
He said he had written some years 
ago a magazine article criticjzing Mr. 
Cleveland’s cabinets, but he had not

GIVEN DIVORCE 


Former Quincy Resident Did Not 
Contest the Suit

a divorce from her husband, Herbert 
M. Federhen, a Boston attorney, Mon- 
day: The divorce was granted by the 
courts at Reno, Nev. 

The couple formerly lived in Quincy 
and Mr, Federhen was one year a 
member of the City Council. 

Mrs. Federhen testified, “My hus- 
band simply wanted an heir, and he 
thought.I would be a good mother. 
He didn’t care for me in the least.” 

The couple married in Canterbury,

fied. She was granted custody of 
their young son. 

Federhen, who is managing his 
grandfather’s estate, was served per- 
sonally and appeared by formal 
answer, but did not contest.

MINUTE MEN 
AND THEIR AIMS 


Oppose Public Money for Pri- 
vate or Sectarian Purposes 


The aims and accomplishments of 
the American Minute Men, an organ- 
ization formed to oppose the support 
of sectarian institutions from public 
funds were discussed by two members 
of that body at the meeting of St. 
Chrysostom’s Men’s club, Monday ev- 
ening. Rev. William L. Clark of the 
Chureh of the Ascension told of the 
fight @hat had been going on for the 
last 10 years at the state house to at- 
tack such an amendment to the con- 
stitution. 

The text of the proposed amend- 
ment reads “No law shall be passed 
respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof, nor shall the state, gov- 
ernment, county, city, town, village or 
other civil division use its property or 
credit or any money raised by taxa- 
tion or otherwise, or authorize either 
to be used for the purpose of founding, 
maintaining or aiding by appropria- 
tion, payment for services, expenses, 
or in any other manner, any church, 
religious denomination or religious 
society, or any institution, school, so- 
ciety or undertaking which is wholly 
or in part under sectarian or eccles- 
iastical control.” 

This, declared the speaker, was not 
a fight of the Protestents against the 
Roman Catholic but simply an effort 
to disassociate the church and State. 
Many Roman Catholics were declared 
to be in favor of it. 

Frank J. Batchelder, chairman of 
the national committee of American 
Minute Men declared this seems to be 
the only way of settling immediately 
and in a broad way a matter that 
otherwise would mean years of con- 
troversy. The amendment had not 
gone through in the past because the 
movement had lacked organization 
and had been opposed by a strong si- 
lent foree under the surface. Men 
Should ‘be elected who would maintain 
the principles of the movement. 

A large number of questions fol- 
lowed and the speakers were tendered 
a hearty vote of thanks.

Hellenic Envoys’ Refusal to Sign It 
Makes It Necessary For Ottoman 
to Refer Matter te Home Govern- 
ment—Daneff Says European Capi-

London, Dec. 18.—An obstacle was 
encountered yesterday by the pleni- 
| potentiaries of the Balkan allies and 
of the Ottoman empire, who are

j of Greece’s signature to the armistice 
protocol was the cause of the hitch 
in the proceedings, and the delegates 
found it necessary to adjourn with- 
out effecting any real business. They 
will not meet again until Thursday 
jand in the meantime will communi- 
cate with their home governments. 
The credentials of the peace dele- 
| ates of the Balkan allies and of Tur- 
| key give them full power as plenipo- 
| tentiaries. They can therefore not 
only negotiate for peace, but if they

|ference lasted less than two hours. 
It was noticed that contrary to Mon- 
day’s procediire, when the delegates 
} all lunched together, the Turks yes-

After their adjournment Dr. Dan- 
eff, leader of the Bulgarian delega- 
tion, confirmed the report that the 
question of the protecol had been un- 
bee discussion without a decision be- 
ing reached. It is understood the 
powers of the Turkish plenipotentia- 
ries do not anthorize them to recog- 
nize the Hellenic delegates unless

LIFE AGAIN MENACED 


Threat Against Wilson Revealed at 
Hearing of Three Accused Men

REPLY OF RAILROADS 


Ready to Adjust Differences With 
Firemen With One Exception 

New York, Dec. 18.—The fifty 
eastern railroads announced, through 
their committee of managers, readi- 
ness to adjust differences with their 
firemen, if the latter would waive 
their demand for two firemen on cer- 
tain heavy types of locomotives. 

It was stated the demands of the 
firemen both as regarding working 
conditions and wages would mean a 
minimum total increase of $15,134,- 
000 to the railroads in cost annually, 
or 56 percent of the firemen’s present 
wages; in contrast to ‘the firemen’s 
estimate that their requests would 
mean only a $4,000,000 increase.

BOYS WHO DID BIG THINGS. 


Many of the World’s Great Men Won 
Fame In Their Youth. 

Some of the greatest achievements 
in the world have been made by youth, 
and it will always be so in human his- 
tory. David, the sweet singer of Is- 
rael, was a shepherd, a poet and a 
general before he was twenty and a 
king at the age of eighteen. Raphael 
had practically completed his life»work 
at the age of thirty-seven. He did no 
great artistic work after that age. 
James Watt, even as a boy, as he 
watched the steam coming out of the 
teakettle, saw in it the new world of 
mechanical power made possible by the 
old element turned and driven by a 
simple appliance. 

Cortes was master of Mexico before 
he was thirty-six. Schubert died at 
the age of thirty-one after having com- 
posed what may pérhaps he called in 
some ways the most entrancing melody 


ever written. Charlemagne was mas- 
ter of France and the greatest emperor 
of the world at the age of thirty. Shel- 
ley wrote “Queen Mab” when he was 
only twenty-one and was a master of 
poetry before he was twenty-five. 
Patrick Henry was able to shape the 
revolutionary history of a new country 
before he was thirty and astonish the 
world by his oratory before he was 
twenty-six years old. At the age of 
twenty-four Ruskin had written ‘“Mod- 
ern Painters,” and Bryant, while stilla 
boy of high school age, had written 
“Thanatopsis.” Robert Burns wrote 
some of his greatest songs while he 
was a plowboy.—London Answers.

Al! the sil- 
verplate of the world was made by 
this process until electroplating was 
discovered and made commercial.—|

NEW. YEAR'S CAKEs. 
ITH: the simple refreshments 
W served to callers on New Year's 
Day small cakes, such as are 
served at ordinary afternoon teas, are 
nice. Indeed, a cup of tea and- cake 
with bonbons are quite enough to offer 
unless you are receiving formally. 
Fancy sandwiches or a salad may be 
served if you wish. 


Tempting Tea Cakes, 

Tea Biscuit—Take two cupfuls of 
pastry flour, two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder, one teaspoonful of salt, 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, tyvo- 
thirds cupful of milk. After the flour 
has been sifted add baking powder and 
salt and sift egain, then rub in butter. 
Combine this and the milk, then take 
on a lightly ftoured, board. With a 
floured rolling pin roll into a sheet a 
little more than an inch thick, cut with 
small round cutter and bake in greased 
flat tins, 

Fruit Cakes.—Take two cupfuls of 
graham flour and sift with two cupfuls 
of white flour, four rounded teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one teaspoonful 
of salt and one-half cup of sugar. Mix 
in one cup of seeded raisins and one 
cupful of chopped walnuts, then add 
one egg well beaten with two cupfuls 
of milk. Half fill buttered muffin pans 
and bake twenty-five minutes in a 
quick oven. 

Cream Rolls.—Take a pint of flour, 
two heaping teaspoonfuls baking pow- 
der, two of sugar, one of salt. Sift all 
together. Break one egg in half a 
cupful of cream or rich milk and stir 
in the flour. Then add milk enough to 
make a thin batter. Bake in roll tins 
until a light brown.

Nut Wafers.—Take a half cupful of 
butter, cream it and add gradually, 
beating coxstantly, one cupful of 
sugar. Then add two eggs well beaten, 
two squares of melted chocolate, one 
cupful of chopped English walnut

F*. winter use foods that help to 
heat the body are especially de- 
Sirable. Cereals, milk, chocolate, 
butter, cream sugar and starchy food- 
stuffs are useful in his way. There- 
fore cold weather desserts may be use- 
ful and should be chosen with discre- 
tion, 
Recipes for some wholesome and nu- 
tritious winter puddings are given here: 


Plain Puddings. 

Bread Pudding.—Take the yolks of 
four eggs and beat until light. Add 
the grated) rind of a lemon. Mix a 
quart of new milk with a pint of fine 
breadcrumbs and add the yolks with 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Turn 
into a buttered pudding dish and bake 
until solid but not watery. Cover with 
a meringue made of the whites of two 
eggs and four tablespoonfuls of pow- 
dered sugar. Return to the oven and 
brown. 

Chocolate Custard Pudding. —Take 
one and three-fourths cupfuls of milk, 
one cake of chocolate and one-half cup- 
ful of sugar. Cook these together and 
add two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
gelatin. When nearly stiff beat in the 
whites of two well beaten eggs. Serve 
with a custard made of the tio yolks, 
one cupful of milk and one-third ‘¢up- 
ful of sugar cooked until creamy and 
flavored with vanilla. 


Nourishing Desserts, 

Tapioca Pudding. — Take two-thirds 
of a cupful of sugar and one. table- 
spoonful of cocoa. Mix and place in a 
kettle. Add two cupfuls of boiling 
water and one cupful of milk. When 
this boils add two-thirds of a cupful 
of tapioca and stir often until the tapi- 
oca is clear and thorovhly cooked. A 
smail piece of butter is an improve 
ment, but not necessary. Add one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla flavoring and put 
away to cool. Serve with milk or 
cream, 

Cocoanut Pudding.—Take one quart 
of milk, put it into a saucepan and 
allow it to boil. Beat the yolks of 
three eggs with three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar till light. Dissolve two heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of cornstarch in a 
little milk; mix eggs and cornstarch 
together, pour boiling milk over the 
mixture and put back on the fire, stir- 
ring till thick. Remove from the fire, 
add a pinch of salt and one. table- 
spoonful df vanilla extract. Cover the 
bottom of a greased pudding dish with 
desiccated cocoanut, sprinkle a Tittle 
sugar on; then pour over the etstard. 
Cover the top with meringue: imade 
from the whites of the eggs. stiffly 
beaten. Brown in the oven. Serve 
cojd. 


EGS WITH COLD HAM. 
HESE simple breakfast dishes, in 
which ham and eggs are’ the 
chief ingredients, are as: unlike 
the ordinary ham and eggs as possible. 
A Piquant Toast. 

Egg Nests on Toast—Take the yolks 
and whites of six eggs, keeping the 
yolks separate.- Beat whites with one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of. salt until 
they come to a froth. Take six slices 
of toasted bread which have been cut 
to form squares. Butter these and 
spread with finely chopped boiled ham. 
Make a hole in the center of the ham 
on each slice and drop the yolks of 
eggs into these. Top each slice with a 
spoonful of white of egg. Place in a 
moderate oven and let them stay there 
for about three minutes. Serve on a 
hot dish, dressing each piece witb 
sprigs of parsley. 

Choice Morsels, 

Eggs on the Dish.—Take an oval bak- 
ing dish, butter the dish and lightly 
dust over with pepper and salt. Break 
as many eggs as you wish to, serve. on 
this dish, keeping .the yolks. whole. 
Seatter a few small bits of butter over 
thém and bake in a moderate oven for 
about ten minntes. The whites of the 
eggs should be perfectly set, but not 
hard. While the eggs are baking chop 
finely a little parsley and some dried 
boiled ham. Scatter these together over 
the eggs just before serving, leaving a 
white border of egg and a small piece 
of each yolk showing. Heat the fire 
proof dish before buttering it. 

Two Ways of Baking. 

Eggs au Gratin.—Take four eggs, @ 
little parsley, two ounces of minced 
ham, butter, pepper and salt to season 
to taste. ‘Take four pattypans, butter 
them well, sprinkle with minced ham 
and break an egg into each, taking 
eare not to break the yolks; put over 
them a little grated cheese, chepped 


parsley, breadcrumbs and a small lump 
of butter, pepper and salt. Bake in an 


oven for about five minutes. 

Minced Ham and Baked Eggs.—Take 
four eggs, a teaspoonful of butter, four 
tablespoonfuls of finely cut ham, a tea- 
spoonful of chopped. parsley. Brush 
four custard daps with butter, put in 
the bottom of each a tablespoon of the 
bam. Then break in the egg, dust with 
a little salt and sprinkle with the chop- 
ped parsley. Put the cups in pan of 
warm water, place in the oven and 
bake three or five minutes until the 
eggs are as firm as you like.

Seats will be provided from which both parades will be seen to the 
best advantage. In the evening the grand Inauguration Ball is held 
in the immense Pension Building,for which the members of the tour 
will receive tickets. The entire floor of this building is cleared for 
this event and the decorations are on a lavi§h scale. The music is 
by the Marine Band and the toilettes of the ladies, the splendid uni- 
forms of the members of the foreign legations and of the officers 
of the Army and Navy form a brilliant spectacle.

On Wednesday a pilgrimage will be made to Mount Vernon, the 
home and last resting place of the immortal Washington. The trip 
will be made by electric train°over the Washington-Virginia rail- 
way and a stop will be made at historic Alexandria and a visit paid 
to Christ Church, where Washington worshipped, and the Marshall 
House where Ellsworth was killed.

soda. Beat the yolks of eggs until they} 
are thick and light colored and stir in| 
the sugar gradually.

have been sifted. Bake in oblong pans. | 

A filling for the cake is made thus: 
Beat. the whites of two eggs to a froth, | 
add powdered sugar sufiicient-to neu- 
tralize the acidity of the lemons.

Cookies and Batter Cakes. 

Lemon Cookies.—Take one pound of! 
flour or enough for stiff dough, one- 
quarter pound of butter, one pound of!

very light. Stir butter, sugar, lemon 
juice and peel to a light cream. | Beat!

Rub the butter and sugar to a} 
cream, add the eggs two at a time, 
beating in five minutes between each} 
addition; add the flour sifted with the) 
baking powder and then stir in the;

A Splendid Sponge Cake. \ 
Lemon Sponge Cake.—Take five eggs,

enough to bake, leaving the door ajar 
until it rises almost to the top of the 
pan. Then close the door and bake 
about three-quarters of an hour. 


COOKING SWEET POTATOES. 
WEET potatoes when cooked right 
are exceedingly palatable;, They 
are best baked. If boiled the skins| 
should remain on until they are cooked. ; 
Then they should be pared and allowed; 
to dry in a moderate oven before serv: | 
ing. If desired they may be riced. It! 
always cooked in these few simple! 
ways, however, the potatoes become | 
monotonous. Some unusual recipes for | 

cooking this vegetable are given here. 

Potatoes and Nuts. 

Sweet Potato Molds.—Take six me-} 
dium sized sweet potatoes and boil un- 
til tender. Then peel and mash, add- 
ing one teaspoonful of powdered sugar, 


two tablespoonfuls melted butter, one 
| saltspoonful salt, a pinch of paprika 
| and one-half cupful chopped nut meats. 
| Beat with a fork until very light and 
then fold in quickly the stiffly whipped 
whites of two eggs. Pour into molds 
or individual baking dishes and set in 
a pan of hot water for twenty minutes 

Scalloped Sweet Potatoes.—Take cold 
sweet potatoes, slice these and arrange 
them in a baking dish, buttering each 
layer well and sprinkling with light 
brown sugar. Pour in about half a 
cupful of hot water, cover and bake 
half an hour, uncover and erisp on top. 

Fancy Fried Sweet Potatoes. 

Spiced Fried Sweet Potatoes.—Take 
three or four medium sized sweet pota- 
toes, boil these; then pare and cut in 
pieces the size of a nutmeg. Place ina 
frying pan one-half ecupful of brown 
sugar and one-quarter cupful butter. 
Cook the potatoes in this mixture till 
the whole is soft. Cook slowly, shak- 
ing the pan occasionally to keep them 
from burning. 

Sweet Potato Croquettes——Take six 
medium sized sweet petatoes, boil and 
peel and when perfectly cold mash 
them fine and mix with one tablespoon- 
ful butter and two eggs. Season with 
a half teaspoonful salt and a quarter 
teaspoonful white pepper. Mixing all 
together, form the potatoes into cork 
shaped croquettes or into small balls 
the size of a walnut. ‘Dip them into 
beaten egg and roll in breadcrumbs. 
Fry in hot fat to fine golden color.

The 
charter in the main was considered 
to be all’rigitt,Jand) the trouble was 
conceded to be with the City Coun- 
cil. It was considered that-a council 
of 23 members was unwieldy; an@ that 
the rules under which it was working 
were too"radical to get the best re- 
sults. It was argued out that, the in- 
tention of the original framers’ of the 
City Charter was for them tq gather 
about a round table and discuss the 
various matters as a whole; but at the 
very start this idea was changed and 
things had been working bad ever 
since. 

This club decided that the only 
things advisable was to reduce the 
number of members of the council 
and to increase the term of the Mayor 
to two years. This would give a May- 
or time to carry out any ideas that 
he may have formulated when he took 
office, They also thought it wise 
that the council in a sense should be 
a continuous one. 

The ideas arrived at by this club 
were communicated to the seweral 
improvement societies throughout the 
city and up..to the present time all 
of these ‘societies have agreed with 
the original idea of the club.

Feeling among the allies is such 
that they are ready to resume the 
war at once, but it has been an- 
nounced that the powers will not per- 
mit a new outbreak of hostilities. If 
the porte goes too far, the powers will 
step in, make reasonable concessicns 
to the Balkan states and settle the 
destiny of Turkey, once for ail. 

Rechad Pasha’s statement caused a 
great sensation, and the Balkan dele- 


gates exchanged impressions in whis- 


pers among themselves. 

The head of the Turkish delegation 
continued to illustrate the Ottoman 
viewpoint, which aimed to limit as 
much as possible the disasters and 
sufferings from the war by supplying 
to Adrianople what was_ strictly 
necessary to sustain life.

REGOGNIZES GREEK DELEGATES 


What Promised to Be Crisis Is Avert- 
ed—Balkan Allies Present Their 
Demands and Turks Are Given Un- 
til Saturday to Think Them Oyver— 
Ready For Conflict If Necessary 


London, Dec. 24.—The peace dele- 

gates apparently were nearer togeth- 
at yesterday afternoon’s adjourn- 

ment of the Turkish-Balkan negotia- 
tions than at any time since they first 
met at St. James palace a week ago. 

Contrary to expectation, Turkey 
did not demand the right to repro- 
vision her beleaguered cities and 
fortresses, and #@he Turkish dele- 
gates, without interposing more ob- 
jections, received the Greeks as ac- 
credited members of the conference, 
and then the Balken allies presented 
their joint demands on Tirkey. 

The Ottoman plenisokentiavies| 
asked for time to consider, and an 
adjournment was taken until next 
Saturday. 

The official announcement of the 
day’s proceedings was that the Turk- 
ish delegates had expressed their en- 
tire willingness to negotiate with the 
Greek envoys, waiving the matter of 
Greece's failure to sign the peace 
protocol at Baghtche. The envoys of 


the allies, said the announcement, 
presented their joint proposals to 
Turkey.

AN ARCTIC ADVENTURE. 


Nansen’s Daring and Perilous Swim } 
For His Drifting Boats. | 
Among the perilous udventures of 
the Nansen arctic expedition was the | 
narrow escape of Nansen and Johan- | 
sen ov their return trip to the Kram | 
after their unsuccessfu! dash for tbe, 
pole. After many months of bardship | 
a narrow channel opened in the ice, | 
and they launched the two light kaiaks | 
that they had carried on their sledges | 
for more than a year. A few days aft- | 
erward disaster nearly put an end to | 
the expedition. The incident is related 
in “The Siege and Conquest of the 
North Pole,” by Mr. George Bryce. 
In the evening their legs felt stif 
with sitting in the kaiaks all day, and | 
they landed on the edge of the ice so |

that they might stretch them ua Iittle. | 
After the kaiaks, which were lashed | 
together, had been moored by means 
of one ofthe braces they ascended a! 
hummock close by and had been stand- 
ing there only a moment when Johan- | 
sen raised the cry that the kainks were 
adrift. 

They ran to the edge of the ice, but | 
the boats were already a little way off | 
and were drifting quickly. The posi-j 
tion was a terrible one, for aii they | 
possessed was op board. Nansen at; 
once threw off some of his clothing. ; 
handed his watch to Johansen apd} 
sprang into the icy water. He knew 
that if the boats were lost it menot 
death to him and his companion. At 
first it seemed more than donbtfut 
whether he could manage to regatn 
them. When he got tired be turned 
over and swam on his back. At length 
he gained a little and redoubled bis 
exertions. 

By this time Nansen felt his limbs 
stiffening and losing al! feeling. His 
strokes became more and more feeble, 
but the distance from the kalaks be- 
came shorter, and at last he was able 
to grasp a snowshoe that lay across 
the sterns. He now tried to pull him- 


self up, but his body was so stiff with | 
cold that he could not do so.

In the boat races that have from 
time immemorial been rowed on the 
Hamoaze, the estuary of the Tamar 
and the Tavy that forms part of the 
harbor. of Plymouth, the women of 
Saltash have often distinguished them- 
selves. In “Around.and About Saltash” 
P. E. B. Porter writes of Ann Glan- 
ville, whose amazonian feats of oars- 
manship made her famous all over Eu- 
rope:

ADRIANOPLE A GREAT PUZZLE 


Bulgaria Expected to Consent to Re* 
tention by Turkey of Great Fortress 
—Outline of Turkish Counter Pro- 
posals—Fighting Spirit Still Ap- 
pears to Exist at Constantinople 


London, Dec. 27.—The possession 
of the Turkish fortress of Adrianople, 
which has been the principal bone of 
contention since the beginning of the 
war between Turkey and the Balkan 
allies, still remains ‘the stumbling 
block in the way of the attainment of 
peace. \ 

Compensation from Bulgaria, how- 
ever, in some other part of European 
Turkey, probably will in the end re- 
Move even this difficulty and enable 
her to consent to the retention by 
Turkey of the great fortress. Salonica 
has been suggested as a possible bait 
to induce the Bulgarians to abandon 
their claims to the northern city 
which the Turks refuse to yield. 

Perhaps with some such idea in 
their minds the Turkish delegates 
have, it is reported, included in the 
counter proposals they have offered 
to the peace conference the stipula- 
tion that Salonica shall remain in 
their hands, & Jine being drawn from 
the southern port fhrough Serres and 
Adrianople to Media. 

The maximum demands of the Bal- 
kan allies and the minimum offer of 
the Turks will thus be before the 
peace delegates when they assemble 
again tomorrow and a definite basis 
for bargaining will have been formu- 
lated. If the Turks are successful in 
retaining Adrianople they will doubt- 
less consent to limit their demands to 
a western boundary runping from 
Adrianople southward along the rail- 
road to Bnos, on the Adgean sea, thus 
leaving the Dardanelles straits 
their hands.

SAYS LABOR IS 
NOT ON TRIAL 


Judge Anderson Sums Up Evi- 
dence In Dynamite Case 


IGNORES TESTIMONY OF BURNS 


Evidence of Detective as to Conver- 
Sation With Hockin Stricken Out— 
Jury Which Has Listened to Evi- 
dence Has Fate of Forty Union Of- 
ficials In Their Hands 


Indianapolis, Dec. 27.—Whatever 
is to be the outcome of the three 
months’ “dynamite conspiracy” trial, | 
in which forty labor union officials 
are accused of complicity in the Mc- 
Namara plots to destroy property, in- 
cluding the wrecking of the Los An- 
geles Times building, where twenty- 
one persons were killed, now rests 
with the jury. 

Federal Judge Anderson, a few 
minutes after 5 o’clock last night, in- 
structed the jury and ordered them to 
retire. The court then adjourned 
until today. 

All the verdicts, while separate as 
to each defendant, are to be returned 
atone time. That the jurors may re- 
quire a long time was found in the 
court’s instruction to “carefully weigh 
all the evidence in the case.” It has 
required almost twelve weeks to in- 
troduce the evidence. 

The defendants, who await the out- 
come, include Frank M. Ryan, pres- 
ident of the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Work- 
ers, of which John J. McNamara, 
the confessed dynamiter, was once | 
secretary; various board members of | 
that union; Herbert S. Hockin, ac- 
cused as an accomplice of Ortie E. | 
McManigal, another confessed dyna- | 
miter; Olaf A. Tveitmoe, secretary | 
of the California Building Trades | 
council; Eugene A. Clancy, San

Lake City, Utah. The three last 
named are charged with promoting 
the Los Angeles explosion. 

These men are not charged under 
the federal laws with personally} 
causing any explosion. They are 
charged with conspiracy to violate 
the federal laws and with aiding in 
an allegal transportation of dyna- 
mite and nitro glycerin on passen- 
ger trains. 

After stating the substance of the 
various offenses charged and men- 
tioning the nation-wide strike of the 
iron workers’ union, which, the gov- 
ernment charged, was the motive for 
a hundred explosions on the work of 
constructors who refused to recognize | 
the union, Judge Anderson in his in- 
structions said: 

“It was net unlawful for the struc- 
tural iron workers to organize the 
union to which they belong. It is 
not unlawful for the defendants to 
be members of that or any other la- 
bor organization. Men have the right 
to use their combined power through 
such organizations to advance their 
interests in any lawful way; but they 
have no right to use this power in the 
violation of the law. Organized la- | 
bor is not on trial here, nor is the 
right of labor to organize in issue, 
but members of labor organizations 
owe the same obedience to the law 
and are liable to the same pnishment 
for its violations as persons who are 
not members of such organizations. 

The defendants are not on trial for 
causing the various explosions and 
the consequent loss of life and prop- 
erty throughout the United States, 
shown by the evidence. They are on 
trial for the offenses charged in the 
indictments. 

Of McManigal’ and Edward Clark, 
both of whom pleaded guilty and tes- 
tified for the government, the court 
said their testimony “should be re- 
ceived with caution and scrutinized 
with care,” and added: 

“The witness, William J. Burns, 
while on the witness stand, detailed 
a conversation that he had with 
Hockin, in which he made statements 
to Hockin about Tveitmoe having been 
in prison and having a prison record. 
Such statements made by Burns are 
not to be considered by you in any 
way in determining the guilt or inno- 
cence of Tveitmoe as to the charges 
laidein this indictment.” 

The testimony of Burns about 
Tyeitmoe, referred to by the court, 
was that Burns had numerous con- 
yersations with Hockin shortly after 
the Los Angeles Times explosion, 
and that Burns related to Hockin how 
he expected Tveitmoe would blow him 
up “because he (Burns) had obtained 
a photograph of Tveitmoe in the garb 
of a Minnesota penitentiary prisoner, 
and had published it in a San Fran- 
cisco newspaper.” 


Quits Work and Dies at 109

Critic 


By HARRY VAN AMBERG 


At college my essays Were always se- 
lected to be read before. the class, and 
I was made editor of the university 
magazine. This led me to choose lit- 
erature for my profession. I naturally 
looked to the author whose works were 
at that time considered the acme of 
literary method as my guide, ahd noth- 
ing less than the field he occupied 
would satisfy me. There must be no 
plot. Plots were for dime nove. 
There must be nothing demonstrative, 
for 1 and the school I proposed to en- 
ter considered that (in type) to be 
gush and fit only for those who cannot 
appreciate what is High bred. What 
I aimed at was delineation’ of *charac- 
ter, proposing to take my heroes and 
heroines apart, examine them through 
a microscope and put them together 
again, stamping them with my own 
imprint, just as an eminent chemist 
will give a certificate for a brand of 
soap. 

I had written several novels in this 
vein and had attracted the attention of 
the critics and persons of refined lit- 
erary taste. Unfortunately I had no 
fortune, and I found it unprofitable to 
write for the few. But I would not 
lower my standard, As to my charac- 
ters, they must needs be high bred 
persons, for I met no others. Not! one 
of those I met in ‘society would show 
any feeling, and I found myself de- 
picting those who were moving about 
on life’s stage, not as human beings, 
but as social automatons. Neverthe- 
less the critics and my clientele stood 
by me, and I was pleased, though finan- 
cially it didn’t pay. 

One day while traveling on a rail- 
road train I noticed a young girl in 
the seat before me. She could not have 
been more than seventeen years old, 
was plainly dressed and appeared to be 
n model of simplicity. What was my 
astonishment to see her take from her 
satchel a copy of my last novel and 
begin to read it. I wondered how a 
person so low in the human scale could 
be interested in the philosophic deduc- 
tions she would find in my work. I 
leaned forward and asked: 

“Can you recommend the book you 
are reading?”

An Oriental Dainty. 

Stuffed Figs.—These may be made 
by slitting the figs and stuffing the in- 
sides with fondant. 

If you like nuts use instead of the 
fondant blanched almonds or pecans 
which have been chopped into small 
pieces. When the fig is filled with the 
chopped nut meats roll it in powdered 
sugar. 

Figs stuffed with marshmallows are 
also delicious, 

‘Apricot Knots.—Take some stiff apri 
cot jam and turn it out on to a baking 
pan previously dusted with sugar. 
Sprinkle sugar over the jam and place 
it in a very slow oven to dry. When 
dry cut it into strips and twist these 
into true lovers’ knots; then place them 
on trays and dry again in a slack oven 
‘The trimmings can be made into balls 
and coated with fondant. 

Luscious Sweetmeats. 

Fruit Roll.—This delicious sweetmeat 
affords one a chance to use up the 
broken nuts and odds and ends of the 
sort that accumulate when other can- 
dy is being made. Chop the nuts and 
fruit into tiny bits. Roll out a piece of 
fondant until it is about half an inch 
thick. Put on the layer of nuts and 
fruit and roll as you would roll a jelly 
roll. Let stand until firm and then | 
cut into slices.

Glace Fruits—Though so expensive } 
and so attractive when sold in the con- 
fectioner’s, they can be easily manufac- 
tured at home and will be liked by 
those who do not care for ordinary 
candies. Take two cupfuls of granu- 
lated sugar and one-half cupful of ho | 
water. Boil the sugar and water slow- 
ly for twenty minutes without stirring, 
Then dip the point of a spoon into the 
sirup and into cold water. If a brittle 
thread is formed the sirup is done. 
‘Stand the saucepan containing the_sir- 
up in hot water and dip each piece ot; 
fruit separately; then drop on a cold 
dish. Take a long hatpin or knitting 
needle to dip fruit.and do the dipping 
carefully, so as not to stir up the sirup. | 
Use. cherries, white grapes, English; 
walnut: meats, bits, of pineapple and 
orange for this.

Jury In “Dynamite to 
Case Has Difficult Task 


A TOTAL OF 1040 CHARGES 


Defendants Assembled In Courtroom 
Twice in Expectation That Their 
Fate Would Be Made Known—Spec- 
tators Not Connected With Trial or 
Not Relatives of Defendants Barred 


Indianapolis, Dec. 28.—Fifteen 
‘hours’ deliberation by the jury in the 
“dynamite conspiracy” cases up to 
last night had failed to result in the 
return of any verdicts. 

Federal Judge Anderson, after con- 
vening court to receive any report 
from the jurors, ordered an adjourn-| 
ment until today. 

While government officials ex- 
pressed confidence that the jury 
would report today, attorneys for the 
defence stated that it may require a 
longer time. There are twenty-six 
offences charged against each of the 
defendants, and the jury, if it choos- 
es, may ballot on each charge as to 
each defendant, making a total of 
1040 charges thus to be disposed of. 

All the deliberations of the jurors 
are conducted in a room near their 
living quarters on the third floor of 
the federal building, which is reached 
by a private stairway cut off from the 
rest of the building. That there may 
be no basis for any reports as to the 
jury's progress, every approach lead- 
ing to their quarters is guarded. 

Twice yesterday the forty labor 
union Officials, headed by Frank M. 
Ryan, president of the Iron Workers’ | 
union, who are charged with com- 
plicity in the McNamara dynamite 
plots to destroy the property of the 
“open shop” contractors, were as- 
sembled in the courtroom in expecta- 
tion that their fate at the hands of 
the jury would be made known. 

Crowds of women and other spec- 
tators, who had been permitted in 
court or in the lobbies for the last 
three months, were prevented by 
guards from even approaching the 
courtroom, so that only those who 
had been in connection with the trial 
or were relatives of the defendants 
Were present. These included the 
wives and children of about thirty of 
the men on trial. 

The sessions of court were brief. 
At 3:30 a. m. the defendants occu- 
pied their accustomed three rows of 
seats behind their lawyers’ tables. 
our defendants were brought in as 
prisoners from the county jail. These 
were Edward Smythe, James E. Ray, 
Herbert S. Hockin, accused as “the 
Iago of the conspiracy,” and John T. 
Butler, vice president of the Iron 
Workers’ union, all of whom were 
taken into custody because their 
bonds were set aside. Smythe and 
Ray have been in custody for almost 
two months. Butler was ordered im- 
prisoned after he had testified in his 
own behalf that he knew nothing of} 
any $1000 a month appropriated out 
of the union’s funds to be used by 
John J. McNamara; the secretary, | 
for dynamite. j 

As a final token that the trial had| 
ended, so far as testimony was con-| 
cerned, bailiffs entered, while the! 
defendants were waiting, and re- 
moved almost a ton of revolvers, | 
guns, alarm clocks, pieces of explod- ; 
ed bombs, nitro-glycerin carrying; 
cases and articles shattered by dyna- 
mite, which the government had in- | 
troduced as exhibits.

OF. FOREIGNERS 


May Have a Serious Affect 
Upon Amerigan Industry 


MILLS AND. DNES = 
| 


Class of Men Who Perform Service 


For Iron, Steel and Coal Concerns 
Likely to Remain at Home After 


Having Gone There to Participate 
In Balkan War—Pinch Already Felt 


Pittsburg, Dec. 28.—Will the Bal- 
kan war result in a permanent and 
Serious sortage of labor in America? 
This question is being asked with 
Brave concern by manufacturers and 
Operators of large industries, who 
have already felt the pinch in the la- 
bor market due to the fight against 
the rule of the Turk. ; 

In the Pittsburg district the iron 
and steel mills and the mines have 
been somewhat crippled by the exo- 
dus of Greeks and other foreigners 
who wished to participate in the} 
Struggle. Thousands of Greeks are| 
employed in the iron, coal, lead and 
zinc mining industries of Utah and } 
illinois and these plants have been} 
seriously crippled. 

Immigration during the past year— 
especially during the summer—has 
been curtailed to an unpreeedented 
degree. Where before thousands of} 
immigrants were,.landed on American 
shores now only hundreds come. 

In fact, the exodus during the pres- 
ent winter is practically as large as 
the incoming of southeastern Euro- | 
pean men—an unusual fact regarded} 
in the light of the enormous immigra- } 
tion during the past five or ten years. 

Just now, when outdoor work has 
all but stopped, the annual exodus of | 
single men, who are relied on by! 
American industries as the maninatal 
of their labor supply, is in progress. 
The holiday season annually aug- 
ments this outpouring of men toward; 
native soil. 

The question as to whether or not 
these men will return to America next} 
spring in their usual numbers, when} 
work opens up, is also of extreme im- 
portance. It now seems doubtful if) 
their réturn to America will be in| 
anything like the propcrtion of their | 
exodus. And this is for several rea-; 
sons. 

Many of these men have lest their} 
lives. The acquisition of vast new} 
territory which is in need of deyelop-! 
ment and cultivation means also that} 
thousands of them will remain at 
home with their savings to till the 
soil and otherwise take part in the) 
commercial reconstruction of the 
Balkans. With their American ideals | 
and American dollars they wil be} 
looked upon naturally as leaders of} 
the new movement.

The introduction recently of com- 
pulsery education in the Balkan 
provinces will also have a large in-| 
fluence in cutting down the size of 
future immigration. This feature ap- 
plies more particularly to the young- 
er generation than to the more ma- 
ture. 

With the new spirit of the Balkan 
showing itself on every hand it fs al- 
together likely that boys and young 
men who formerly would have 
flocked to America will have a keener? 
desire to remain at home, educate; 
themselves and take a hand in build-| 
ing up their new nation.

Make It One That Will Relieve the 
Tension of Business. 

Writing on the advantage and enfoy- 
ment that a busy man will derive from 
n hobby, Arnold Bennett says in tha 
Metropolitan: 

“In choosing a distraction—that Is to 
say, in choosing a rival to his business 
—he should select some pursuit whose 
nature differs as much as possible 
from the nature of his business, and 
avhich will bring into activity another 
side of his character. If his business 
is monotonous, demanding care and 
solicitude rather than irregular, in- 
tense efforts of the brain, then let his 
distraction be such as will make a 
powerful call upon his brain. But if! 
on the other hand the course of his 
business runs in crises that string up 
the brain to its tightest strain, then let 
his distraction be a foolish and merry 
one, 

“Many men fall into the error of 2 
suming that tgeir hobbies must be as 
dignified and serious as their vyoca- 
tions, though surely the example of 
the greatest philosophers ought to 
have taught them better! They seem 
to imagine that they should continu- 
ally be improving themselves in either 
body or mind. If they take up a sport, 
it is because the sport may improve 
their health. And if the hobby is in- 
tellectual it must needs be :

to improve their brain. 

“The fact is that their conception of 
self improvement !s too narrow. .In 
their restricted sense of the phrase 
they possibly don’t need improving, 
they possibly are already improved to 
the point of being a nuisance to their 
fellow creatures; possibly what, they 
need is worsening. In the broad and 
full sense of the phrase self improve- 
ment, a course of self worsening might 
improve them. 

“T have Known men—and everybody 
has known them—who would approach 
nearer to perfection if they could only 
acquire a little carelessness, a little 
absentmindedness, a little illogical- 
ness, a little irrational and infantile 
gaiety, a little unscrupulousness in the 
matter of the time of day. These con- 
siderations should be welghed before 
certain hobbies are dismissed as being 
unworthy of a plain man’s notice.”

When the closing date 
13 announced, therefore, the printing must proceed 
with whatever listings are at hand. Those received 
subsequently must be held over for a later issue. 

_The patron who rushes in at the last minute with 
his order may find he cannot be listed in the next 
book. It may be for one of many reasons, such as the 
running of acditional wires or the setting of new poles 
or cross-arms ; but the reason is a compelling one, al- 
though perhaps it might have been overcome had 
sufficient notice been given.

Had they) 
beeu killed by the natives, as was at 
first wrongly reported, some relics of 
the exporers would long since have 
been recovered from them. In some} 
shupe the iron work of the implements | 
und arms they bad with them would 
huve survived, 
, And what of the stock? Some of the 
sonts, at all events, must bave been 
left alive, one would have imagined, 
for these are notoriously bardy ani- 
mals, able to pick up a living almost 
unywhere.

Peace Conference Gannat Other- 
-wise Strike a Bargain 


POWERS’ FRIENDLY PRESSURE 


Will Be Enlisted to Whip Proposals | 
and Counter-Proposals Into Shae | 


DEMANDS NEED

—Bulgaria Camnot Control Coast of 
Marmora Nor Can Turkey Maintain 
Suzerainty Over Azgean Coast 


London, Dec. 28.—The peace en- } 
voys, both of the Balkan confederacy | 
and of Turkey, have adopted the atti- 
tude of intractability which was an- 
ticipated toward their opponents’ pro- 
posed terms of settlement. Each side 
declares the other’s demands are pre- 
posterous. Third parties, who are 
in touch with both groups of nego- | 
tiators, share this opinion and inti- 
mate that a period of whittling is ne- | 
cessary to transform the proposals 
and counter-proposa!s into such shape | 
as will enable the peace conference, 
assisted by the friendly pressure of 
the powers, to strike a bargain. This, | 
it is thought, will occur in due time. 
As a matter of fact the proposals of 
the Balkan confederacy by which it 
would come into possession of the | 
coast of the sea of Marmora is re- | 
garded as quite as impossible of 
achievement as is the Turkish de} 
mand that the Ottoman empire he al- 
lowed to maintain a suzerainty over} 
the coast of the Algean sea, me | 


ing the city of Salonica. The powers, 
it is pointed out, would promptly 
veto the project of the allies, which | 


would, if carried into effect, give | 
Bulgaria practical control of the 
Dardanelles. | 


The exchanges of cipher dispatches 
between the administration at Con- 
stantinople and Rechad Pasha con- | 
tinues, but the chief of the Turkish | 
plenipotentiaries declines to divulge} 
the nature of the reply which he will 
present to the allies when the con- 
ference reassembles.

Having been pastor of 19 churches 
I have never been pastor of a church 
where so much volunteer work has 
been done.” 

Rev. Mr. Martin then applied the 
text to the church as it stands today 
with its present day conditions and 
problems and told what he thought 
the future of the church should be, the 
vision we should see of its greatest 
needs and ambitions and then strive 
to accomplish the vision; to be. op- 
timists and realists and to make this 
church, not a church of a particular 
denomination, although it must of 
necessity be called such, but to make 
it a church of Jesus Christ.

Boston, Dec. 30.—Heroines were 
developed rapidly late yesterday af- 
ternoon, when fire was discovered in 
the nursery, raging on the third 
floor of the White Cross Sisters Home 
for Destitute Mothers and Babies, 67 
Bowdoin avenue, Dorchester, by Sis- 
ter Lady Annis. 

When the alarm spread through the 
building, the flames already were 
licking up the walls. Every one of 
the sisters, who a’:o act as nurses 
to the inmates, jumped to her post. 

Quickly the growing spirit of panic 
among the helpless women in their 
charge was allayed. Dr. Osborne, 
the superintendent, tolled off those 
nurses not needed to keep the pa- 
tients quiet, and formed a bucket 
brigade. 

Water was soon being poured on| 
the flames with a speed and precision | 
that would have done credit to men 
long trained in the art of fire fighting, 
while some of the sisters, armed with 
axes and every implement on which 
they could lay hands, attacked the 
wall within which the flames were 
crackling and threatening to envelop 
the upper floors. | 

With the tearing out of the me 
ing part of the wall was allayed the 
greatest menace of the fire, as the 
bucket wielders, formed from the 
seat of the flames to the bathroom on | 
the second floor, then were enabled | 
to keep’ the flames confined to the 
first floo”. 

Despite the desperate work of the 
women the fire ate its way to one of 
the dormitories on the third floor and 
to the room of one of the sisters. The 
bucket brigade then directed its at- 
tack in these directions, and once 
again the progress of the fire was 
checked. 

By this time Dorchester fire appara- 
tus had reached the threatened struc- 
ture, and soon had hose playing on 
the fire. After a half-hour fight the 
fiames were extinguished, but not un- 
til the nursery, a dormitory and the! 
nurses’ room had been badly dam- | 
aged. | 

The firemen gave high praise to the 
sisters for their work in fighting the 
blaze, declaring it was due to their 
efforts alone that the building was not 
badly damaged. 

During the height of the fire, while 
smoke poured into every room in the 
building, the nurses remained calmly 
at their posts, allayng the fears of 
the inmates.

BRAUN TAKEN BY 
POSTAL MEN 


By His Manner and Appearance 
Is Old Offender 


FREED IN LOGAL COURT 


William Braun, the burglar who 
Was captured by Officer Thorne at a 
revolver point at the sub-postoffice 


station in the store of H. H. I. Smith, 


Saturday morning was brought into 
court this morning for a hearing. 

It was 12 o’clock, however, before 
Deputy United States Marshall James 
A. Tighe arrived. He thought at 
first that he might be able to. recog- 
nize the man, but was unable to place 
him, although he thought possibly that 
some of the other Deputies might be 
able to recognize him. 

Aconference was held with the 
court at which Deputy Tighe stated 
if the cases were settled in this court 
and the Federal officers should then 
take him for the post office break that 
it was doubtful if he could again be 
sentenced. His advice was that the 
cases against Braun in this court be 
dismissed for want of prosecution and 
the man be turned over to the United 
States officers. 

The case was then called and the 
two complaints dismissed for want of 
prosecution and Braun turned over to 
Deputy Tighe who took him baek to 
Boston. 

Since Saturday Chief Burrell has 
learned that Braun did work at one 
time at the Fore River but of late has 


been employed at one cf the bowling | the day wore along. 


alleys in City Square. 

Chief Durrell also had another 
charge against Braun for breaking in- 
to the store of Howard Rogers but 
that case was not pressed at this time. 

Braun is a Russian, and is known as 
a “Let.” He speaks but little English. 
Some of the police are inclined to 
think that he may have been one of a 
gang of “Lets” who shot up Jamaica 
Plain a few years ago after a postof- 
fice robbery. It is evident according to 
the theory of the police that Braun is 
no novice in post office work for when 
arrested he unconsciously stated to 
Officer Thorne that he had not done 
any similar work for eight years. 
Then he realized that he had made a 
mistake and all further atempts to 
get anything out of him were unsuc- 
cessful. 

There hav e been numerous post 
office breaks about New England dur- 
ing the past few months and it is 
possible that Braun may be connected 
with them before the Federal officers 
are through with him.

seventeen million communicants were} 
represented. It was a great meeting 
in every respect. 

The personnel of the Council was 
exceedingly interesting. One of the | 
first persons to particularly attract | 
my attention was Goy. Marshall of In- ; 
diana. It was my good fortune to 
be with a small group who met him on 
his arrival at the council, and was 
present when he was interviewed by 
the reporters. I shall never forget | 
his straight-forward and clear asser- | 
tion of belief in the unique divinity of | 
Jesus Christ and his assertion that a | 
sane and masterful religion is impera- | 
tive for national prosperity. It is | 
good to have men with such convic- | 
tions at the head of our national af- 
fairs. Ex-vice president Fairbanks} 
made a fine address. At the response 
to the roll-call were bishops galore, 
college presidents by the score, noted 
authors, eminent jurists, statesmen, 
famous editors, noted specialists in so- 
cial service, secretaries of national | 
missionary organizations, CEE MT 
of denominational assemblies in fact 
as distinguished a body of men as I 
have ever seen. | 

The programme was splendidly ar- 
Tanged to facilitate the accomplish- 
ment of the greatest amount of work 
with the least logs of time. 

A “gray book” of about 150 pages | 
contained the reports of the executive 
officers and the ten standing .com- 
missions of the council. Appended to 
these reports were resolutions pre- 
sented for action. Bear in mind that j 
these reports embody the results of 
the most patient, scholarly and accu- 
rate investigations of distinguished 
groups of men representing the vari- 
ous denominations covering in most | 
instances a period of four years. The ; 
commissions reported on the foilow- 
ing co-operative Protestant activities. 
Foreign missions, home missions, 
family life, Sunday observance, temp- 
erance, literature and education, 
week day religious instruction, church | 
and social service, arbitration and 
peace, and evangelism. A _ speaker 
culling from his report the most sis- 
nificant features would briefly state 
the findings of his commission and} 
present after explanation the resolu- } 
tions for the endorsement of the fed- | 
erated churches. Specialists in his 
department would make further state-; 
ments and eloquent pleas for united | 
action. Then there followed open dis- 
cussion, often with several men seek- 
ing recognition at once. In this way 2 | 

j 


large proportion of the three hundred 
and fifty delegates appeared before the 
Council. 

The council became a veritable in- 
stitute on the greatest activities of the 
church in modern life and these re- 
ports of the various commissions 
registered a decided advanee in Pro- 
testant co-operation. And I use the | 
term Protestant advisedly. For in all 
the addresses I Go not recall a single 
hostile utterance against the Jew, the 
Catholic, or those other religious bod- 
ies which have not yet federated with 
the council. And there were many; 
expressions of hope that ere long ail 
ihe religious organizations of our 
country may unite not organically but 
co-operatively in a common warfare 
against every form of evil. It means 
much in every way that so large a 
proportion ef the religious forces of 
our country have ceased their hostili- 
ties and have reached agreement to 
work together for definite objectives. 
It is the prophesy of better things to 
come. Further it may be said that the | 
impulse for federation is growing so 
rapidly that in many a community, as 
reported, all the religious forces even 
now are working together for the 
common interest. 

The countil very wisely refused to 
make too rapid haste. Tt was content 
in doing what could be done and well 
done. It was the general conviciion | 
that it will take time and patience to |

re-adjust denominational! activities to 
a co-operative programme and basis. 
But the conviction was profound that | 
the re-adjustment is assured and that | 
never again will there be the revival 
of the competitive Spirit which marred | 
the religious life of the nineteenth 
century. Those who expected that the } 
council would usher in a new era by 
a radical declaration were disappoint- 
ed but those who are able to read the | 
signs of the time accurately were in- 
spired with great hope and faith. The 
lack of discordant notes.and friction, | 
the splendid spirit of harmony, the 
sincere desire of this large body of | 
leaders of ‘Christian thought and | 
activity for federated action cannot | 
well be overestimated. 
There were gréat popular gather: | 
lings, banquets, receptions and other) 
social functions. It was well nigh im-| 
possible to determine the denomi na- | 
tional affiliation of the men one met 
till it was stated, they were so much 
alike.

"OTHER COLLEGES 


Come in For Scoring Because'Affer Splendid Battle Saving 


They Are Out of Sympathy 
TOO CAPITALISTIC 


Assailing Harvard college and en- 
dowed institutions similar to it as 
| grossly ignorant of the needs of our 
modern life, of encouraging instead of 


titude, the use of liquor, and criticis- 
ing the absence of a more universal 
elective system. Prof. Irving Fisher 
of Yale astonished his auditors at the 
University club, 270 Beacon street, 
; Boston, Monday night. He did not 
limit his remarks to Harvard college, 
stating that they applied generally, 
but that he had used Harvard as an 
illustration because of the personal 
interest resulting thereby. 

He said further: “The curriculum 
of colleges, 50 years ago, Was better 
than that of the present day. The col- 
lege of today turns out conventional 
types of mind. 

“The whole spirit of Harvard, for 
instance, is dominated by — Boston. 
Harvard does not dominate Boston as 
by right it should. And the reason? 
It is not in sympathy with the people, 
in short, because it, and others like it 
are capitalistic, not wholly, but in the 
main. 

“An illustration of this is a certain 
great college in the Middle West 
which has received several millions of 
dollars toward its support, and whose 
president, to show his faithfulness, de- 
fends monopoly at every opportunity. 

“The university is not doing its part 
in the world’s work. It is not alive. 
It is not a leader in thought, not a 
model of educational efficiency, nor 
does it realize its obligations to the 
public. 

“It prefers to keep aloof as though 
it were a sacred thing. College presi- 
dents and professors very seldom give 
a warm welcome to the reporter, yet 
upon the very elements he represents 
depends the meAns of coming into 
touch with the people and of securing 
cherished and always warm place in 
their hearts, 

“The university should be a bub- 
bling fountain of strength and fresh 
dazzling thought. It should be a force

The Margaret is being pounded to 
pieces by the heavy surf, while the 
Government’s abandoned power boat 
washed ashore at Avalon. 

The wrecked tug, towing barges C. 
J. Hearne, Somerset and Atlantic from 
New York to Norfolk, struck a sub- 
merged wreck at Ford Inlet, four 
miles east of Stone Harbor. Water 
rushed through a big hole torn in her 
bow and in an effort to prevent the 
tug sinking in deep water with all 
aboard, Capt. Scott ordered the barges 
anchored and cut adrift. 

He then proceeded with all speed 
toward the shore. The water reached

He considered especially the clause 
calling for the exemption of American 
coastwise vessels from all tolls. His 
arguments were very few and were all 
directed against our breaking our 
faith with Great Britain. 

He made it quite plain, though he 
did not state it in so many words, that 
it was a matter of principle rather 
than patriotism, or a regard for our 
pitifully small merchant marine, or 
further still a regard for the fact that 
the retention of the clause would re- 
duce the cost of foodstuffs and fruits 
from California and the Western part 
of South America. 

He declared that we should give the 
benefit of the doubt to the nation that 
is most interested, which is obviously 
Great Britain. Pres. Garfield does not 
believe the question should be submit- 
ted to the Hague conference. He 
spoke of itasashame to the good 
name of America, and a violation of 
international law.

Photometric studies of six of the 
principal satellites of Saturn, made by 
Guthnick of the royal observatory of 
Berlin, indicate a confirmation of the 
previous conciusions of other observ- 
ers that several, and perhaps all, of 
these satellites bebave like our own 
moon in keeping always the same side 
toward the planet around which they 
revolve. In regard to the satellite | 
named ‘Tethys. nu interesting hypothe- 
sis Is offered to necount for its very 
markel changes of luniunosity. Tle 
theory is that Tethys possesses the 
form of a long ellipsoid, the two prin- 
cipal axes of which are to one another 
in the ratio of five to two. A similar 
suggeStion has been made concerning 
the shape of the asteroid Eros, which 
likewise exhibits great variations of 
light, according to its position in its 
orbit around the sun.—Harper's,
